finally in the present abandonm ent of 
the plan because of the defects in the 
proceedings brought by the city to 
compel the owners of abutting front­ 
age to pay the cost of fifty per cent 
of the work, that being tile amount 
asked of them by the city council. 
McPhee pointed out the crying need 
of a good thoroughfare to connect the 
city with the country to the south­ 
west and urged the supervisors to 
agree to pave the county's share of 
Edinger street betw een Main street, 
and Bristol street, promising, on be­ 
half of the city, to have deposited 
with the supervisors a sum equivalent 
j to one-quarter of the estim ated cost 
I of the whole work, with the express

I shall do everything connected with 
the w ork of paving, Hie city to simply 
put nj) its share of the expense. 
District A ttorney W est was consult-

French Continue to Improve 
Positions on Important 
Aisne-Marne Front

(United Press W ar Expert) 
N EW YORK, July 
13.—Persistent 
French attacks 
between 
the Aisne 
and the Marne .suggest th at General 
Foeh believes von H indenburg’s next 
offensive, if it 
materializes 
at 
all, 
will be directed against Paris? 
The Aisne--Marne front is the best 
jumping-off place for an advance on 
Paris. 
This is especially true of the 
northern sector. 
It is here,-east of 
the Vlllers-Uotterets forest, that Gen­ 
eral Foch lias lately concentrated his 
efforts to improve his local positions. 
Today’s official French 
report 
an­ 
nounces still another victory in this 
district may well he regarded as the 
outer defenses of Paris. 
T he Villers-Cotterets forest is the 
most valuable defensive position in 
Foeh's possession, between the Aisne 
and the Marne. 
The Germans have 
advanced to the eastern fringe of the 
forest but are now being shoved back 
af im portant local points. 
The suc­ 
cessful assaults by General Foch are 
adding to the defensive positions of 
the French but they also gravely in­ 
terfere with sir Ii preparations as von 
Hindenburg may 
lie 
making 
for 
a 
drive in that area. 
The Villiers-Uoiterets forest splen­ 
didly protests the principal railway 
running from the Aisne-Marne front 
to Paris. 
There is an admirable path 
for a quick dash toward Paris, some 
twelve miles wide, between this rail­ 
way and the Ourcq and Marne rivers, 
which form a continuous stream. 
If 
von 
Hindenburg 
could 
penetrate 
through the forest he 
would 
have 
overcome the thief obstacle to seizing 
this runway to Paris, 
Therefore the French would 
have 
no natural defenses to assist in the 
frontal defense of their capital. They 
would have to rely largely on threat­ 
ening the two German 
flanks 
near 
Compiegne and Chateau-Thierry. 
These threats certainly would 
de­ 
velop new complications for von Hin­ 
denburg. 
But with the Villers-Cotter- 
ets forest in the enemy's possession, 
the Allies' task would lie seriously 
increased. 
General Foch, therefore, 
intends to make sure that von Hin- 
denburg’s line remains to the east of 
the forest aud such is the purpose of 
his present activities.

Miss Yoch told of the success of 
the movem ent in Southern California 
and of the large num ber of girls and 
women at work, particularly in R iver­ 
side county, and declared that they 
are making good. E very farmer is pre 
pared to say that they are reliable and 
dependable. 
The workers do all kinds of 
farm 
work and go in units of from four to 
seventy. 
They 
have 
a 
chaperone 
housekeeper and entail no trouble or 
work for the farm er’s wife or family 
in caring for them. 
Women are better adapted for the 
lighter work, according to Miss Yoch, 
but there is no farm work, however, 
th at women have not done in til is 
country or in England. Many kinds of 
heavy farm work 
depend 
on 
kn ack 
rather 
than 
strength—and 
women 
are very quick and adaptable. 
The governing bodies of the army 
do not desire to impose on any local­ 
ity a system which is not the best fit­ 
ted to meet the needs of that locality. 
Each section of the country must worn 
out its own 
problems 
through 
its 
state and county committees. But in 
view of the fact that experience has 
shown the Unit Plan to be exceeding­ 
ly elastic, and, except in essentials, 
capable of a great variety of a d ju st­ 
ments to meet local needs, the W om ­ 
a n ’s Land Armv will promote the Unit 
Plan.

The attitude of the government is expressed through 
the announcement that The Earth, a boost publica­ 
tion published by the Santa Fe railroad and distrib­ 
uted all over the country, suspends publication with 
its July issue. 
This publication has long been rec­ 
ognized as one of the strong mediums for persistent 
and continuous advertisement of Southern Califor­ 
nia's beauties and resources. 
The curtailment, of activities such as the one in 
which The Earth was engaged is significant, and may 
well give chambers of commerce and boards of trade 
something to think about. 
The railroads have been 
one of the greatest factors in making com m unity 
advertising a success. 
W hile the messages from 
Southern California as a whole and from its cities 
and counties were delivered throughout the east iii 
general advertising, it was the railroad agent who 
seized upon whatever information he might have in­ 
dicating that some person in his town was contem­ 
plating a trip to Southern California. 
Jt was this 
railroad agent who went directly to that ‘'prospect’s” 
home, and gave him details concerning routes and 
rates and oftentimes added the personal touch that 
finally got the man aboard the train for California. 
Railroad agents are prohibited from doing those 
things now. 
They are not allowed to go forth and 
solicit business. 
The government is trying to dis­ 
courage. rather than to encourage travel, 
t hie thing 
is certain, whatever active promotion work is done by 
the booster organizations of Southern California from 
now until the war is over with must be done without 
the active, effective co-operation of the railroads.

Derivation of Word “Hun” 
From the Boston Transcript 


Recently the Register printed an editorial from 
the Riverside Press in which was stated the fact that 
young men are the men of fighting age. 
It was 
jointed out that there is more 'dash and daring in 
men not vet sobered down to the realities of lite 
than there is in men who have settled down to par­ 
ticular responsibilities, that young men recuperate 
quickly from fatigue and are amenable to army life. 
There have been some who thought that the 
United States was sending men to war rather young. 
Frank Ey has brought to the Register office some 
statistics that he finds touches upon this point. These 
figures indicate the the average age of the I nion 
soldier in the Civil war was away under the average 
age of the American soldier now in uniform. 
Here 
are the statistics: 
Number of Union soldiers, 2.778.300. O f these, 
1522 were under 15 years of age; 230.578 were 15 
anti 16 years of age; 618.840 were 17 years of age; 
306,547 were 18 years of age ; 1.580,245 were from 19 
to 24 years of age, and 46,626 only were 25 years of 
agt- and over. 
O f course, one quickly sees that the country to­ 
day is in no such straits for men as it was in the 
Civil war. We have not had to scour the country for 
every available man. 
The statistics of the Civil 
war cornccrn an army that went through over four 
years of intensive fighting. 
I f the war in Europe 
should bv any chance he prolonged for three years 
more, our country might find it advisable to reduce 
the average of fighting age by calling into service 
through the draft fighters of 10 an<l 20. 
Before it 
does that, however, it will probably call more men in 
their thirties. 


THE BATTLE CRY

In a recent battle south of the Somme, where 
Americans and Australians won a smashing victory, 
correspondents were particularly impressed with 
two things—the spirit with which the Americans 
fought, and the battle-cry they used. 
It was the Americans' fir<t apparance in action. 
T het were young, unseasoned troops. 
Their con­ 
duct was instinctive and characteristic. They charged 
the enemy with fixed bayonets, shouting the word 
“Lusitania!” 
“Again and again,” writes a correspondent, “the 
Australians heard that word on the Americans’ lips 
as though there was something in the sound of it 
strengthening to their souls and terrifying to the 
enemy. 
They might well have been terrifying to 
any German who heard that name, for to the A m eri­ 
can soldiers it is a call for vengeance.” 
It might be regarded as the battle-cry of the 
whole war, so far as Americans are concerned. 
It 
serves to recall the dastardly crime that first shocked 
America into an understanding of Prussianism and 
turned American sentiment distinctly against Ger­ 
many. To us it is a perpetual reminder of duty and 
a summons to our fighting spirit. 
To Germany it is the voice of doom.

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GAS PERILS 
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Gradually the word “Hun” is supplanting the term 
“German” as the descriptive appellation of the people 
against whom the allied free nations of the world are 
now at war. lf the word continues at its present rate of 
progress in the common speech, it will eventually, in 
the mouths of all people outside of what we call Germany, 
take the place of all other terms. 
As a matter of fact, 
the inexactness and extreme variability of all previous 
words used to describe the so-called “German” people 
have long been recognized. They do not call themselves 
German, except in a very occasional and literary way. 
The term “Germanus” was first applied to them in a 
contemptuous way by one of the Celtic tribes, and was 
taken up by the Romans. It was practically unknown to 
the Germans themselves. 
They have, indeed, no racial 
name. 
They call themselves Deutsch, and their country 
Deutschland: but the word “Deutsch,” which we render 
by “Dutch,” and apply t\> another people which does not 
call itself by that name, signifies merely “the people.” 
Its use is a relic of the practice among all primitive tribes 
and races of calling themselves “the people,” as if there 
were no others in the world entitled to the name. 
In view of the fact that the Germans really have not 
any honestly earned or scientifically applied name, the 
word “Hun” may be as good for them as any other. 
What does it signify? This word also has no determin­ 
ably racial character. 
It was first applied to a horde 
of ravagers who, in the fourth century of the Christian 
era, came into Europe from Central Asia, and under the 
command of the fierce chieftain Attila, began to desolate 
the Roman empire and Its colonies and dependencies. 
They were in truth a racially mixed lot, a gathering up 
of precious rascals from many sources. 
Their warfare 
was massacre, their god was force, their discipline wras 
mutiliation. They sought the world’s hate rather than its 
blessing. 
Bought off, or weakened by dissipation, or 
attracted elsewhere, they scourged and murdered iii a 
scattering sort of way until the tenth century, when they 
or their like came again, under one Arpad, this time to 
stay. 
They established themselves on the Danube, in 
what was then Moravia, and have been there ever since. 
Indeed, they extended their ravages to Italy and even to 
Lorraine, and it was then that the Emperor Otto pro­ 
claimed them “the enemies of God and humanity.” 
Ile 
refused to receive their ambassadors, because they did 
nothing but lie; and lie led Europe victoriously against 
them near Augsburg, iii 955, putting to death all their 
army except seven men, who were sold into slavery. But 
the Huns remained 011 the Danube, whence, in the per­ 
sons of the Hungarians, they come forth once more, 
under the lead of one worse than Attila or Arpad, as the 
enemies of God and humanity.

liberty and justice, and seek to destroy all that the world 
has stored up of the fruits of civilization. 
At first the 
term “Hun” was applied to them in pure horror, occa­ 
sionally only, and as a figure of speech. 
It tends to be- 
.come habitual. 
The hand of fate may be in this. 
The 
term has been abundantly earned. 
It is as simple as it 
is true, and as true as it is simple. 
Without losing a 
shred of its character as an epithet of horror, it may 
pass into an accepted designation for a people which has 
indeed done all it can to transfer to its shoulders a name 
that long since became tile recognized sum and expres 
aion of all cruelties and infamies.

from Newport Bay to the ocean and

ing resolutions were passed: 
Whereas, it has rom e to our atten­ 
tion that the Harbor Commission of 
Orange county has made application 
for the construction of a new outlet 
for the Santa Ana river, direct into 
the Pacific ocean, and 
W hereas, such a diversion 
would 
make a direct outlet from the mouth 
of the river at its present location, 
and prevent the backing up and Hood­ 
ing of farm lands in time 
of 
high 
water, and 
Whereas, it would serve to stop the 
scouring along the individual 
prop­ 
erties and railroad right of way, and 
Whereas, it would result in all the 
silt being emptied directly into the 
sea and avoid the silting of the bay, 
thus affording a considerable saving

Supplants Negro Crew and 
Mules In Work on Miss­ 
ouri Highway 


For many years the old Boone coun­ 
ty court house at Columbia, Mo., was 
the Roman Forum in front of which 
stood the figurative Golden Milestone 
from Which the Fulton Gravel wended 
its way eastward to Fulton, the coun­ 
ty seat of the Kingdom of Callaway 
county, Missouri, as Callaway county 
has been known for a century on ac­ 
count of Callaway county’s wealth and 
fertility. • 
The Fulton Gravel was built more 
than 75 years ago with slave 
labor. 
Stones were set edgewise In the road 
and smaller stones pounded by hand 
into the crevices between the larger 
ones. An everlasting road bed founda­ 
tion was laid with this 
slave 
labor. 
Two years ago, when traffic became so 
heavy over the Fulton gravel between 
Columbia and Felton, because of this 
being as im portant link in the Nation­ 
al Old Trails Road, it was found neces­ 
sary to widen 
Fulton 
gravel. 
The 
road was so narrow in Boone county 
that two cars could hardly pass. The 
reconstruction and widening was first 
undertaken in the road district east of 
Columbia. Thriteen mule teams were 
put to work drawing earth out of the 
borrow pit at the sides of the road. 
A small road 
grader 
was 
used 
to 
spread out the earth after it had been 
placed at the sides of the grade, and 
the work was proving expensive and 
slow. 
Team and labor costs were running 
about $52 a day and the work was be­ 
ing delayed by hot weather and the 
calls that corn plowing was making 
on team owners. 
The road district 
purchased for $1,000 a factory built re­ 
built kerosene 
burning 
20-40 horse­ 
power tractor and a IO foot leaning 
wheel grader and 
put 
two men at 
work where thirteen men and twenty- 
eight mules had been employed . 
It was soon learned that the work 
of widening the surface of the 
road 
for regraveling was being done at an 
expense of about $15 a day for man­ 
power and fuel and lubricants, and 
that the tractor and 
two 
men 
did 
more work in one day than the thir­ 
teen men and twenty-eight mules did 
in a similar period, and that the job 
was better finished off.

Condemnation

SAN BERNARDINO, July 13— In 
another attem pt to re-open the fishing 
In Little Bear lake to the general 
angling public, sportsmen of San Ber­ 
nardino are circulating petitions and 
collecting money to pay for condemna­ 
tion proceedings under the state law, 
which provides a means whereby the 
people can buy back their rights to 
fish which their license dollars have 
created under the fish and game com­ 
mission’s hatchery and distribution 
system. 
It is proposed to condemn a right- 
of-way around Little Bear lake, and 
to pay a price to be determined by 
the courts, so the owners, the Arrow­ 
head 
Reservoir 
and 
Bower 
com­ 
pany, will be treated fairly. 
In this 
way it is hoped to forever quiet the 
smouldering controversy over fishing 
rights and to pave tile way for the 
heavy plantings of trout necessary to 
bring up the angling to the limits of 
possibility. 
In San Bernardino comity, the local 
authorities provide tho auto trucks 
which distribute the trout raised by 
the state in Bear valley from eggs fer­ 
tilized on North Creek. 
A time-hon­ 
ored policy of the fish and game com­ 
mission forbids the planting of public 
fish in waters to which the public is 
denied free access. 
The present controversy seems to 
have been precipitated by a request 
from the lessees of Little Bear fish­ 
ing privileges that the slate fish and 
! game commission give them a plant-; 
, ing of trout this year. 
Knowing how 
anxious the people of San Bernardino 


j were to see their unique and particu- 
j lar attraction in trout fishing build up 
to its capacity after the wonderfully 
successful achievements of fish cul­ 
ture in Big Bear, the m atter was re­ 
ferred to the county supervisors. Had 
a majority of the people wished it, the 
state probably would have departed 
from its policy and planted Little 
Bear, a part of which is open to the 
public. 
However, 
t h e 
sentiment 
seemed dead against it. 
Hence tho 
move to open the lake up so the fish 
and game commission could adhere to 
its policy of the past. 
As the state laws prevent private 
parties from planting fish as a pro­ 
tection to the native trout from pos­ 
sibility of infection through importa­ 
tion of diseased eggs or fry, from out- 
of-state commercial hatcheries which 
have been inspected and found “pisca­ 
torial pest-houses,” there is no hope 
for Little Bear fishing except open­ 
ing up the lake to the people by local­ 
ly-initiated legal action. 
The Arrow­ 
head Reservoir and Power company, 
through its president, Victor Smith, 
has consistently refused to sign any 
application for state fish, or other­ 
wise prejudice any claim it might have 
upon control of the fishing in the lake, 
although Little Bear is thought to he 
seriously reduced in fish, beyond its 
power to naturally recuperate unless 
all fishing were stopped and probably 
even that w’ould not restore the stock 
in time to interest anglers of today. 
Plans of the fish and game commis­ 
sion to triple the present egg-taking 
and fertilizing facilities in Bear val­ 
ley would amply take care of the 
needs of the San Bernardino water­ 
shed evenNwith little Bear added to 
them at a demand of 1,000,000 fry a 
year, which probably would be its 
quota lf dedicated to the people. With­ 
in five years this scale of planting 
would in every probability, barring un­ 
foreseen unfavorable natural develop­ 
ments, build up wonderful sporting 
and food supply possibilities with the 
added advantage that the trout will 
take a fly freely about the creek 
mouths in Little Bear lake.

In his speech since the recent re­ 
organization of 
the 
Aircraft 
Board 
toward E. Coffin gives an encourag­ 
ing view of the present aircraft sit­ 
uation in this country. 
Mr. Coffin’s 
speech was made at the semi-annual 
meeting of the Society of Automotive

Ralph De Palma, famous auto racer, 
decided to bring a Mercedes motor to 
America and win the 1914 Memorial 
day race at Cincinnati, he sowed the 
seed which today is promising a har­ 
vest of thousands of Liberty motors 
to beat Germany. 
This is how it happened. 
De Palma witnessed the Grand Prix 
auto classic in Paris in 1913, won by 
a German-made Mercedes—and he de­ 
cided to slip one of the motors into 
this country and surprise his rivals 
here. 
He did, but the motor didn’t func­ 
tion properly at the Cincinnati race. 
so he sent it back to G erm an y for re­ 
tuning. 
It was returned to him here 
shortly before the great war broke 
out in the fall of 1914 
Henry B. Joy, head of a great auto­ 
mobile concern in this country, now 
a colonel in the signal corps, looked 
over De Palma’s motor and. believing 
America might be drawn into the war, 
started work on an aeroplane engine 
modeled, in some vita! respects, after 
the Mercedes. 
By the time the United States en­ 
tered the war Joy had developed sev­ 
eral models, and it was in June. 1917, 
that these models were laid before a 
group of engineers in 
W ashington. 
They closeted themselves with plans 
and specifications for a full week, and 
out of their deliberations 
the 
first 
Liberty motor was born. 
Since that day there 
have 
been 
many intricate changes in the 
me­ 
chanism of the Liberty motor. 
One 
plant devoted a total of 45,149 hours 
to changing tools made necessary bv 
altered speeifications.

The Forest Service of the United 
States Department of Agriculture ex­ 
pects greatly to increase its efforts 
toward the prevention and control of 
forest fires during the corning season. 
Of the 8714 fires which were fought 
in the National forests last year, all 
but 2132, set by lightning, were caused 
by human agencies and could 
have 
been prevented. Thousands of dollars 
worth of damage was prevented by 
prompt and efficient fire fighting 
on 
the part of the rangers 
and 
their 
helpers.
